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Water  Commissioners  Report 


As  a  result  of  a  request  by  the  officers  of  the  Inter- 
national Packings  Corporation  to  furnish  a  supply  of 
Town  water  to  their  newly  erected  plant  on  Pleasant 
Street,  a  special  Town  fleeting  was  held  on  Sept.  18,  1956. 

It  was  voted  at  this  meetin";  to  extend  our  pipe  line 
on  Pleasant  Street  to  the  property  of  the  I.P.C.,  an  ap- 
proximate 2.600  feet  and  to  raise  a  sum  not  to  exceed 
$15,000.00  to  cover  costs  incident  thereto. 

.-Vccordingly,  plans  and  specifications  were  drawn  up 
and  bids  solicited,  the  contract  being-  awarded  to  the 
low'est  bidder.  .\n  8"  cement  lined  cast  iron  pipe  was 
laid  from  the  end  of  the  6"  main  on  Pleasant  Street,  ap- 
proximately at  Fourt  Street,  to  the  I.P.C.  property, 
a  distance  of  2,588  feet. 

The  cost  of  the  project  was  slightly  in  excess  of 
$14,000,  the  amount  of  which  w-as  taken  from  our  cash 
reserve  and  is  reflected  in  an  increase  of  our  fixed  capital 
account  of  plant  and  equipment.  Preliminary  investiga- 
tion of  the  market  for  bonds  of  this  nature,  and  informa- 
tion received  during  the  several  conversations  with 
members  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission,  made  it 
seem  advisable  to  finance  the  extension  from  our  sur- 
plus. 

Except  for  some  minor  work  on  the  shoulders  of  the 
highway,  the  project  was  completed  the  latter  part  of 
November  and  we  are  now  in  a  position  to  supply  the 
new  I.P.C.  plant  with  w'ater  for  industrial  and  sanitary 
use  as  well  as  for  fire  protection. 
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A  desirable  improvement  in  our  Town  fire  protec- 
tion was  accomplished  when  about  500  feet  of  4  inch 
main  which  supplied  the  hydrant  on  Pleasant  Street  near 
the  cemetery  was  replaced  by  the  8  inch  extension.  A 
new  hydrant  was  also  placed  on  the  end  of  the  line,  thus 
makint;"  a\ailal)le  a  good  supply  of  water  for  the  sur- 
rounding' area. 

Of  special  interest  to  the  water  consumers  was 
a  reduction  of  about  6.5  per  cent  in  the  base  rate,  which 
l)ecame  eiTective  July  1,  1956.  The  minimum  rate  of 
$7.50  per  (piarter  was  reduced  lo  $7.00  a  quarter. 

V^ery  little  trouble  was  experienced  in  the  operation 
and  maintenance  of  the  plant  during  the  year.  The 
slight  increase^  in  operati(ni  costs  being  abtmt  parallel 
with  the  general  price  increase  index  for  operation  of  this 
type  of  utility.

Report    of   Trustees 

With  the  best  interests  of  the  people  of  Bristol  and 
\icinity  in  mind,  the  trustees  and  librarian  of  Minot- 
Sleeper  Library  have  endeavored  to  fulfill  their  respon- 
sibilities. 

On  May  10,  Mr.  Dole  attended  the  Governor's  Con- 
ference for  Trustees  of  Public  Libraries,  in  Concord. 
He  was  the  reporter  for  the  group  discussing  "Library 
Financing  and  Use  of  Trust  Funds."  In  March,  Miss 
Mary  A.  Rogers  attended  a  conference  of  librarians  in 
Durham. 

Miss  Rogers,  librarian,  reports  the  circulation  of 
books  :  Adult  fiction  14,500,  non-fiction  875  ;  junior  fiction 
1,000,  non-fiction  600;  total  16,975.  Books  purchased 
108,  given  58;  total  166.  Fines,  $53  ;  "History  of  Bristol" 
sold.  $5  ;  total,  $58. 

The  1956  edition  of  the  "Encyclopaedia  Britannica," 
24  volumes,  has  been  added  to  the  reference  section. 

In  October,  Mr.  David  S.  Williams,  president  of  the 
International  Packings  Corporation,  announced  the  fol- 
lowing plan  which  was  accepted  by  the  trustees.  Each 
month  two  books  (the  finest  editions  available)  of  a  ser- 
ies on  the  development  of  basic  American  ideas  would  be 
given  to  the  library :  one  by  an  important  writer,  his- 
torian, or  statesman ;  and  the  other  by  a  modern  critic  of 
the  books  that  shaped  our  country's  way  of  thought.  A 
shelf  with  plaque  showing  name  of  donor  would  be  set 
aside  for  these.  As  they  are  received  reviews  would  be 
published  in  the  "Bristol  Enterprise." 
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It  is  believed  that  this  "Bookshelf  of  .Vmerican 
Studies. "  a  continuing"  project  generously  maintained  by 
the  company  for  the  library,  will  help  the  community, 
particularly  the  3'oung  people,  to  underst:ind  the  source 
of  the  American  ideas  we  hold  today.  The  first  books 
were  recei\ed  November  21. 

The  Minnie  Maria  Day-Jackman  fund  continues  to 
supply  the  reading^  room  with  these  periodicals:  Ameri- 
can Heritage,  Atlantic  Monthly,  American  Girl.  Animal.-. 
Better  Homes  &  Gardens,  Boys'  Life,  Coronet.  Cosmo- 
politan. Field  &  Stream,  Good  Housekeeping,  Harpers. 
Holiday,  Horticulture.  Jack  &  Jill,  Ladies'  Home  Jour- 
nal, Life,  Nation's  Business.  National  Geographic  (2 
copies),  Nature.  New  Hampshire  Profiles,  Parents  Maga- 
zine, Popular  Hobbies,  Popular  Science,  Reader's  Digest 
(2  copies),  Redbook,  Saturday  Evening  Post,  Scientific 
American,  Science  Digest,  Sports,  Time,  Together,  True 
Stories.  U.S.  News  &  World  Report,  Yankee  Junior 
Craft :  and  the  Bristol  Enterprise. 

The  stuffed  bird  and  animal  collection  has  been 
moved  to  a  well  lighted  and  better  spot  downstairs,  mak- 
ing space  available  for  additional  first  floor  shelves  needed 
for  books. 

Several  times  the  trustees  have  been  obliged  to  re- 
luctantly decline  at  least  temporarily,  gifts  to  the  library, 
which  should  be  dispalyed  in  a  trophy  room  ;  for  instance, 
the  Indian  relics  belonging  to  the  late  Richard  W.  Mus- 
grove,  which  were  bequeathed  to  the  library  under  cer- 
tain conditions  in  the  will  of  Mary  D.  Musgrove.  Al- 
though there  are  a  few  thousand  dollars  available  in  the 
library  funds  Avhich  can  be  used  for  an  addition  to  the 
building,  with  present  day  construction  costs  so  high, 
much  more  is  necessary  before  the  project  can  be  carried 
out.  However,  thinking  that  there  are  people  interested 
in  the  library,  who  would  like  to  know  how  it  would  be 
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possible  to  enlarge  the  building,  the  trustees  have  ob- 
tained a  drawing  showing  an  addition,  made  by  Norman 
P.  Randlett,  architect.  Information  in  regard  to  the  plan 
will  be  disclosed  to  the  public  in  the  near  future.

Bristol  by  the  N.  H.  Department  of  Health,  Bureau  of 

Public  Health  Nursing  for  the  year  of  1956.     The  major 

part  of   the  program  was  the  Salk   Vaccine  clinics  for 

protection  against  poliomyelitis.     A  total  of  four  clinics 

were  held  in  1956  as  listed  below  : 

5/  8/56  High  school  auditorium  attendance  261 

7/24/56  Community  Center  attendance  274 

8/23/56  Community  Center  attendance     69 

12/  4/56  High  school  auditorium  attendance  119 

Children  from  the  towns  of  Alexandria,  Bridge- 
water  and  Danbury  were  included  in  these  clinics. 

The  number  from  Bristol  completing  second  shots 
of  vaccine  at  the  clinics  are  listed  below  in  age  groups : 

Und^r  1  year,  5 ;  1  to  5  years,  94;  5  to  10  years,  60'; 
10  to  15  years,  102;  15  to  19  years,  16.  Number  of  chil- 
dren completing  booster  shots,  who  received  their  other 
shots  in  the  October,  1955  program:  5  to  9  years,  26;  9 
to  15  years,  1. 

A  total  of  V7  more  children  from  the  age  group  9  to 
19  started  first  shots  at  the  December  '56  clinic  and  will 
be  completed  soon  after  the  first  of  the  year.

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Superintendent's  Report 


Hristdl  will  receive  from  the  state  this  year  $2,200 
in  building-  aid  which  represents  20%  of  the  yearly  bond 
payment.  This  law  was  passed  durinj^  the  last  legfisla- 
ture  with  the  money  to  be  paid  if  available.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  funds  will  continue  to  make  this  ]jayment 
possible  every  year.  In  \ie\v  that  this  is  paid  because  of 
capital  improvements  it  seems  only  just  that  part  of  this 
amount  be  set  aside  annually  to  provide  for  additional 
Iniilding-  improvements  of  a  capital  nature  and  not  for 
regular  maintenance.  The  school  board  is  budgeting 
$600  for  the  installation  of  tile  in  the  lower  hall  of  the 
hig-h  school  building-.  The  annual  maintenance  of  this 
painted  cement  surface  has  been  unsatisfactory  both 
from  appearance  and  cost  view-points.  There  are  other 
items  of  a  similar  nature  which  would  improve  our 
buildings. 

Tuition  receipts  for  1957-58  will  approximate  ^?i3- 
000.  This  is  more  than  10  times  that  received  in  1946-47 
w'ith  about  $25,000  representing  high  school  tuitions. 
Both  the  increased  number  and  rate  account  for  this 
large  increase.  We  have  kept  our  rates  on  a  competitive 
basis  until  it  begins  to  look  as  though  the  state  average 
will  soon  equal  or  exceed  the  average  Bristol  costs.  As 
other  districts  build  and  assume  necessary  operating- 
costs  the  average  expenditures  will  tend  to  be  closer, 
provided  enrollments  increase  too. 

With  tuition  rates  as  high  as  they  are,  and  going- 
higher,  an  over  estimation  in  the  number  of  pupils  can 
represent  a  considerable  amount   of  money.     Last   }'ear 


we  would  have  been  caught  in  this  dilemma  but  were 
saved  by  elementary  receipts.  An  over  estimation  of 
receipts  results  in  an  actual  cut  in  our  operating-  budget. 
xA-ccordingl}'  it  seems  best  to  have  a  budget  with  an  ade- 
quate degree  of  flexibility.  If  this  can  ever  reach  perfec- 
tion every  dollar  in  excess  of  estimated  revenues  could 
show  up  as  a  balance  which  would  be  used  to  reduce  the 
next  year's  tax  assessment.  To  achieve  this  goal 
requires  a  greater  degree  of  flexibility  than  we  now  have. 
This  is  possible  either  through  a  relatively  small  con- 
tingency fund  or  through  the  few  line  items  which  are 
not  fixed  by  law,  custom,  or  practise.  It  is  highly 
desirable  to  have  a  total  appropriation  big  enough  so  that 
any  revenues  in  excess  of  estimates  can  show  as  a  balance 
to  reduce  the  assessment  the  following  year.  Even 
though  some  deficiencies  now  appear  necessary  this  year, 
which  can  be  taken  from  excess  revenues,  an  estimated 
balance  of  $4,800  appears  possible,  making  next  year's 
probable  tax  assessment  $4,300  less  than  for  the  current 
year,  and  the  lowest  it  has  been  for  several  years.  The 
use  of  the  bus  coming  from  Grafton  by  high  school 
pupils  plus  the  tuition  from  the  7th  and  8th  graders  is  in 
part  responsible  for  this  unanticipated  increase.  This 
balance  may  be  somewhat  more  in  the  event  it  becomes 
unnecessary  to  spend  the  amounts  requested  in  our 
special  deficiency  articles. 

One  deficiency  requests  an  appropriation  to  pay  for 
possible  tuition  charges  under  the  so-called  "State 
Ward"  bill.  The  commissioner  of  education  has  the  final 
decision  in  each  of  these  cases.  The  second  deficiency  is 
the  result  of  possible  overdrafts  in  several  items  includ- 
ing fuel,  water,  light  and  janitors'  supplies,  and  minor 
repairs  and  expenses.  Items  were  either  budgeted  too 
low  or  not  at  all,  such  as  costs  of  glazing  the  elementary 
building  and  repairing  its  roof.  Cleaning  the  stage 
drapes  at  the  high  school  is  another  item.     None  of  these 
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I)}-  iiseli'  is  c:ui>c  for  a  deficit-nc\-  hut  taken  co^etlK-r  may 
add  to  a  significant  amount.  Each  deficiency  is  actually 
asking  for  an  increase  in  the  total  appropriation  with 
permission  to  spend  if  events  during-  the  balance  of  the 
year  so  warrant. 

It  will  be  noted  that  this  report  has  avoided  general 
trends  and  problems  of  an  educational  nature  taken  as  a 
whole.  I  can  not  resist  out  bit  of  such  and  wish  again  to 
l)oint  out  that  teachers  are  a  scarce  commodity  on  the 
open  market,  that  teachers  of  quality  are  still  scarcer, 
and  that  teachers  of  quality  in  the  fields  of  science, 
mathematics,  shop,  and  music  are  the  most  scarce.  The 
mayor  of  Manchester  has  recommended  a  minimum  of 
$3,500  for  all  degree  teachers,  and  the  N.Y.  State  Tc:!ch- 
ers'  Association  is  asking  for  a  minimum  of  $5,000!  We 
may^  say  the  first  is  close  to  being  a  reality,  and  the  sec- 
ond is  an  ultimate  goal.  In  either  event  the  financial- 
ripple  will  spread  across  town  and  state  lines.  The  suc- 
cess of  any  school  depends  more  on  the  quality  of  its 
teachers  than  any  other  single  factor.
